Tenant Updates and Business Development Events

1. The Austin-Bergstrom International Airport generated $7,605,871,000 in economic activity in
2017 and supports more than 74,000 jobs in the Austin area, according to the latest Texas
Department of Transportation economic impact study. The airport’s economic impact to the
region has increased by 212%, up from $2,433,694,061 in 2010.

2. Frontier Airlines will relocate its Austin operations from the main Barbara Jordan Terminal to
the South Terminal on Nov. 15, 2018. Frontier serves 28 nonstop destinations from Austin.
Frontier has carried 744,890 passengers through Austin’s airport year-to-date January — August
2018. That is about seven percent of Austin airport travelers, making Frontier the fifth busiest
airline in Austin.

The amount of additional storage capacity is based on forecasted needs from various
airport construction and improvement projects. The required storage capacity was calculated according to the
recommended industry and vendor standard formulas for the video management system software.

The Tracon building site at the Austin-Bergstrom International Airport, which houses the air traffic
control tower, experienced major flood damage in October 2015 when 10.4 inches of rain fell in a
three-hour period and in May 2016 when another 7.0 inches of rain fell in a three-hour period. As a
result of these events, a flood study was prepared to evaluate conditions at the site and recommend
potential drainage improvements to reduce future risk. The study found that under ultimate conditions
the existing drainage for the TRACON building site only has the capacity to protect the building from
flooding up to the 25-year storm, and incurs parking lot flooding in excess of 8.0 inches for the 2-year
storm. This construction project will reduce the flood risk and protect the site from a 100-year storm.

The construction site is a former United State Air Force base where there are many unknown
underground utility lines. Since the contract start date of July 11, 2018, two water lines that were not
shown on the plans or identified by One-Call were damaged during excavation; and two abandoned
asbestos concrete pipes that were not identified in advance were also unearthed and required special
consideration for removal.



—

Due to the potential for additional changes during construction because of existing unknown conditions,
and the need to work in an expeditious manner around the air traffic control tower, additional
authorization is recommended in the amount of $225,000 for future change orders and contingency.

Because the possibility of flooding and the need for uninterrupted operations at the air traffic control
tower, the Department of Aviation considers this a high priority, time sensitive project. The facility has
flooded twice within the last three years. If this item is not approved by Council, there is a risk of
flooding to occur again.

The project is entirely within a non-public area of the airport and therefore construction activities will
not affect the traveling public.

The contract allows 250 calendar days for completion of this project. This project is located within zip
code 78719 District #2. The project will be managed by the Public Works Department.

Austin Bergstrom International Airport has exceeded its service capacity of 11 million total annual passengers.
In keeping with the recommendations of the 2003 and 2008 Master Plan and Master Plan Phasing Projects, the current
Terminal / Apron expansion Project expands the existing terminal. The expansion adds nine gates that will balance the
terminal and provide new hold room space, concessions, restroom facilities, and concourse circulation space. It would
also accommodate additional aircraft parking spaces on the apron for both domestic and international airline operations.
The expanded terminal will accommodate approximately 4 million additional passengers per year for a total of 15 million
annual passengers — an increase of 27%.

Background

In August 2014, Gensler and Associates was approved by City Council to begin Preliminary Design Services to include
project scoping and project definition for the Terminal Expansion and Terminal Improvements project.

In October 2014, Hensel Phelps Construction Company was selected as the Construction Manager-at-Risk responsible for
preconstruction phase and construction phase services for the Terminal Expansion and Improvements Project. The
terminal expansion will include gate expansion on the concourse level and apron level. The terminal improvements will
consist of enhancements to the hold room areas, roof inspections and replacements, electrical distribution infrastructure,
airline radio infrastructure, terminal security system, bag claim level infrastructure, and terminal public address system
replacement.

Through the process of project scoping and project definition, the apron and airside portions of the overall project were
expanded to comply with Federal Aviation Administration requirements and to accommodate a request from the City’s
airline partners to add additional overnight aircraft parking positions, and a remote de-icing position. Together with the
terminal expansion and improvements, the Construction Cost Limitation for the project is $276,000,000 plus $13,000,000
Owner contingency for a total not-to-exceed amount of $289,000,000.

In March 2017, additional funding was authorized for modifying international gates to accommodate dual international
deplaning, modifications to the mezzanine space, build out of an emergency operations center, build out of apron level
tenant space and replacement of aging baggage claim devices in the amount of $20,500,000 and an increase of contingency
funding by $1,500,000, bringing the total current construction contract amount from $276,000,000 to $296,500,000 and
the $13,000,000 owner construction contingency to $14,500,000 for a total contract authority not to exceed $311,000,000.

Aviation Staff continues to work with the Federal Aviation Administration to apply for grants for the apron expansion and
airside construction portion of the overall project. The process for accepting Federal Aviation Administration grant offers
consists of accepting and executing the grant within a short timeframe. In an effort to make the federal funding process
more efficient and to maximize the federal grant participation by the Federal Aviation Administration for the overall

project construction, the project team (City of Austin, Gensler and Associates, and Hensel Phelps) anticipates the apron

and terminal expansion and improvements project to be accomplished in four major phases.

The sequence of work contains the following separate Guaranteed Maximum Prices for four distinct designated phases of

the overall project as follows:

Phase 1: (Complete) Demolition of an unused Regional Corrosion Control Facility Building which must be removed
before the project can begin and to allow for construction of the new Aircraft De-Icing Facility.

Phase 2: (Completed) Construction of Apron Expansion Area A and B to accommodate apron and taxiways
suitable for large, international ifight aircraft

Phase 3: Construction of the Terminal Expansion project and multiple improvement sub-projects inside the
Existing Terminal Building.

Phase 4: Construction of Apron Expansion Area C to extend the west apron and taxilanes to accommodate larger,
international aircraft to taxi to the new Terminal Expansion Building and construction of a remote
deicing facility.

This request for Council Authorization is for additional funding for design services required for the following items.

Extending the construction administration services to align with the final construction schedule.
The original design fees for these services were based on construction completion dates that have been changed with
additional authorized modifications to the terminal expansion and the final phase of the apron expansion (GMP 4). This



supplemental amendment will modify the construction administration completion dates to align with the current
construction schedule.

Additional liability insurance for design team members associated with the time extensions of the construction phase.
Several consultants on the design team are required to purchase additional insurance in order to comply with the insurance
amounts stipulated in the Contract resulting from the extension of construction time. These additional insurance amounts
are to be billed as reimbursable expenses.

Designing an automated lightning detection and warning system for the apron
Areas of the existing and new Terminal buildings to provide an early-warning system to alert workers on the apron of
lightning strikes within the vicinity of the airport. The airport currently has a manual system, and a new automated system
will provide a more reliable level of safety for ramp operations and protection for employees.

Coordination with regulatory agencies for an alternate lining layer for the new remote de-icing evaporation pond
During the design of the remote deicing pond that supports the deicing facility, the availability of material for the base
design could not be determined so an alternate liner design was produced that could assure that strict permeability
requirements could be met. The redesign required additional coordination with TCEQ in order to secure approval.

Participation goals stated in the original Request for Qualification (RFOJ solicitation were l.9O% African American; 9.OO%
Hispanic; 4.90% Native/Asian; and 15. 80% WBE. The participation goals for the additional funding will remain the same.

This change order has been approved by the City’s Change Control Committee. The Change Control Committee was
established to comply with Council Resolution No. 20120126-048, which required the establishment of consistent criteria
and process to evaluate contractual changes for ali contracts administered by the Contract Management Department. The
Change Control Committee is comprised of management-level subject matter experts.
